Phone records subpoenaed by the SCPD were inconclusive 
in identifying the threatening phone calls. In addition, the 
above-described phone call on 11/03/2000 was traced to 
631-360-9790 and identified as a pay phone at the Smith Haven 
Mall.

CONGRESSMAN LINCOLN DIAZ-BALART received a letter from an 
organization identified as THE AMERICAN MAJORITY VOICE, in which 
the unidentified writer expresses dissatisfaction with the 
Congressman's involvement with the Cuban Foundation and its 
efforts to keep Elian Gonzalez in the United States. 

The text of the letter includes the following 
statement: "Warning; If any demonstrators illegally demonstrate 
in front of us, WE WILL RUN YOU OVER AND CRUSH YOU! THE 
COMMUNISTS MONOLITHIC THOUGHT CONTROL IS HERE IN MIAMI. THE CHILD 
ABUSERS ARE YOU AND YOUR POLITICAL CRONIES. I SURE HOPE YOUR 
SORRY ASS IS IN THE STREET THE DAY I RUN IT OVER WITH MY TRUCK." 
The letter is signed. The American Majority, and has an illegible 
signature beneath it.

FBI office and advised that an unknown female caller repeatedly 
contacted Peter Deutsch's office between 12:30 and 1:00 p.m. on 
11-15-00 making racial statements, escalating in hostility each 
time she called. Caller asked "Why is that Jew lawyer here?", 
identified herself as belonging to the Aryan Nation, and stated 
"We are going to take back what is ours." 

In addition, the caller stated that Deutsch was a "Jew 
Lawyer" who came to Florida from the Bronx, New York and queried 
why Deutsch thought he should be a congressman. 

Both the Broward Sheriff's Office and Pembroke Pines 
Police Department responded to the congressman's office and 
conducted an initial investigation, ascertaining the above facts. 
Attempts to identify the caller through trap and trace proved 
negative in as much as the congressman's office utilizes a trunk 
line system which routes all calls to individual lines through a 
central line first.

It should be noted that this threat is one of many 
threats WEXLER received following his outspoken support of Vice 
President Gore during Florida's recount of the 2000 presidential 
election ballots. The Capitol Police and the Florida Department 
of Law Enforcement investigated other incidents involving 
threatening letters mailed to WEXLER and neither agency could 
develop any suspect. Based on the fact that all logical 
investigation conducted has failed to develop a suspect, it is 
recommended that this matter be closed. 

It is requested that evidence exhibit IBl the letter 
received by the Congressman be transferred from a IBl exhibit and 
be placed in a lA so that it can be maintained in the event that 
the Congressman or others receive similar or like letters in the 
future or in the event that a suspect is developed.

Caller advised he was in a Burger King located at 36th and Mericamp 
Streets in Ocala, FL. , this afternoon and overheard a conversation he 
felt he should bring to the FBI's attention. He advised there were 
several individuals at a table near him and it was hard not to hear their 
conversation due to the close proximity.

One vehicle was described as a Chevy 
Silverado which appeared to have the plate "muddied up" so it 
couldn't be read, and the other vehicle was an SUV Blazer which 
had no license plate but did have a plate "Long Live the 
Militia".

stipulates, and the informer may be killed anywhere even at the 
present time when we do not try cases involving capital 
punishment." 


FRIEDMAN then stated: 


"...even though today we don't have the mechanism for 
capital punishment, it is permissible to assassinate him...it is 
a good deed, a commandment... Whoever is there first to kill 
him, is to receive merit for it.

upon a hoax anthrax letter, addressed to Congressman Mark Foley, 
which was intercepted at the Palm Beach Gardens Post Office. 

Three other identical letters addressed to the FBI, South Florida 
Water Management, and Palm Beach Post, were also subsequently 
recovered. The original letters and envelopes were tested by the 
Miami Health Department Lab, and no hazardous materials were 
detected. Because none of the envelopes were post marked, some 
of the postal employees were initially considered potential 
suspects. Subsequent investigation by the USPS, however, 
eliminated the individuals as suspects. No viable suspects 
remain. 


In an effort to develop a suspect, three of the 
original letters were sent to the FBI Laboratory for testing in 
July 2002. On May 5, 2003, the Chemistry Unit provided a report 
confirming the non-existence of hazardous materials, identifying 
the substance in the letters as being boric acid. A subsequent 
report on May 29, 2003 from the Questioned Documents Unit 
produced negative results, indicating that it is doubtful the 
questioned writing contained on the letters will ever be 
positively associated with the writing of a known individual 
through handwriting comparisons. On March 25, 2004, a final 
report from the Latent Print Unit advised that no latent prints 
of value were detected.

Details: As known by the Criminal Investigative Division and the

Although Public 
Interest Telecom customers utilize different telephone numbers, 
all calls made by the customers show the calls being made from 
Public Interest Telecom's main number (212-479-1700).. A point of 
contact for Public Interest Telecom advised that their records 
show no calls made from any pf their customers to 
on August 29, 2003. Public Interest Telecom could not explain “ 
why they have -no record of the calls. 


Since the person who made the threatening telephone 
call to the Congressman's office can not be identified, the 
United States Attorney's Office, District of New Jersey will not 
be able to prosecute a subject in this matter.. Also, Congressman 
Lobiondo's office has not received any additional telephone calls 
of .this nature since the call on August 29, 2003.

Team; and the Gwinnett County Fire Department HAZMAT Team 
responded to the three different incident locations and provided 
on-site analysis and properly packaged the letters for transport 
to the Georgia Public Health Laboratory (GPHL) in Decatur, GA, by 
law enforcement personnel for anthrax testing. Preliminary tests 
by the CCFD and AFD determined the unknown substance to be onion 
salt. 


GPHL tested the Chambliss and Millers letters on 
3/25/03 which resulted in negative results for Anthrax.

did not have a means to record surveillance of the residence 
without the original DVR. The homeowners were concerned for 
their safety and the possibility of additional damage to their 
residence. 


The surveillance video could only be reviewed at the 
residence in real time. Due to the time of occurrence being in 
excess of eight hours, an image was made of the hard drive to be 
reviewed at a later time. In addition, resources were being 
utilized concurrently at three other crime scenes. 

The likelihood that the DVR contained evidence, or 
surveillance footage of the vandalism at the residence, is low 
for the following reasons: 

-The surveillance cameras were not positioned to record 
the area of the driveway and garage doors, where the vandalism 
occurred. 


-The camera which captured a partial view of the 
driveway, in the background, was positioned on the front door of 
the residence.

Actainistrative: On or about 08/05/200 8, writer had a telephonic 

conversation with AU SA | regarding disposition of 

case evidence. AUSA | [ requested that the FBI maintain the 

case evidence for a period of one year following the date of the 
official judgement and sentencing order of the court (filed 
06/30/2008) to allow captioned subject to exhaust all possible 
legal appeals and to review the status of the case at that time. 

Details: Captioned matter involved violations of various federal 

statutes including Title 18 U.S.C. § 175(a) (Biological Weapons 
Anti-Terrorism); 18 U.S.C. § 229(a) (Chemical Weapons 
Convention); 18 U.S.C. § 871 (Threats Against the President); 18 
U.S.C. § 876 (Mailing Threatening Communications); Title 18 
U.S.C. § 1038(a) (False Information and Hoaxes), and 18 U.S.C. § 
2332a (Threatened Use of a WMD). 


This investigation was a joint collaborative effort by 
the FBI, the U.S. Secret Service, the Capitol Police, the

Sacramento Division Joint Terrorism Task Force, and the U.S. 
Postal Inspection Service. Additionally, various state and local 
allied agencies provided assistance. 

During the course of the investigation, Sacramento 
identified 52 WMD threat letters mailed by captioned subject, 
each of which contained threats directed toward various victims 
including: the President of the United States (POTUS), Vice- 

President of the United States (VPOTUS), the U.S. Secretary of 
State (SECSTATE), a former SECSTATE, the Secretary of Defense 
(SECDEF), former Deputy SECDEF, a U.S. Senator, two current U.S. 
Congressmen, a former U.S. Congressman, several mayors, county 
board supervisors, superior courts. Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter Day Saints (LDS) facilities, hotels, media facilities, 
radio stations, radio and television personalities, etc. Each of 
the letters contained a written threat, usually death by some 
type of a WMD agent (anthrax, toxic chemical poison, radioactive 
dust, or improvised explosives), and some unknown, white, powdery 
substance, or items simulating a possible letter/package 
improvised explosive device. 

During the course of the investigation, investigators 
linked another seven non-WMD threat letters, more appropriately 
described as libelous hate mail, addressed to people in 
Sacramento or Elk Grove. The first one was postmarked in or 
about February 2004, and the most recent one was postmarked in 
April 2006. They appeared to have been created by the same 
person, and were related to the other WMD-threat letters by 
similarities in writing style, words, phrases, and/or symbols 
used. 


During the course of the investigation, Sacramento 
employed several sophisticated investigative techniques, 
including CCTV without audio, consensually monitored recordings - 
telephonic and body recorder, global positioning system (GPS) 
vehicle trackers, physical surveillance, trash covers, mail 
covers, etc. Captioned subject has been successfully prosecuted 
through a plea agreement and sentenced to jail time. The details 
of the prosecution and sentencing are outlined below. Sacramento 
considers this investigation complete and the matter closed. 
Questions should be directed to writer. 

BY WAY OF BACKGROUND, the initial investigation (279B- 
SC-35503) started in November 2001 following the receipt of two 
white powder (alleged anthrax) threat letters sent via the U.S. 
mail, one to the U.S. Drug Enforcement Administration (DEA) , and

one to Sutter Terrace Dental. Both letters threatened that the 
powdery substance was anthrax. Subsequently, in March 2003 and 
again in April 2003, letter bomb threat letters were successfully 
mailed to Sutter Terrace Dental in Sacramento. All four letters 
were postmarked in Sacramento, California, and the intended 
victim was the same person. This case was worked jointly with 
the U.S. Postal Inspection Service (USPIS).

On June 16, 2003, investigators interviewed[ 
his pl ace of work. During the interview, investigators showed 
I I copies of the four threat letters and asked hm what 

information he had regarding them; When asked if he ever used 
manila clasp 6" x-9" envelopes, like the ones used to mai l the 
two letter bomb threat letters to Sutter Terrace Dental. I

Early on,[

likely subject/target of the investigation. However, a lack of 
physical evidence linking hi m to th e four threat letters 
precluded the prosecution of I ~l at the time. With the 
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To: WMD Directorate From: Sacramento 
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concurrence of the U.S. Attorney's Office, the original case 
(279B-SC-35503) was subsequently closed on November 10, 2003. 

In late May 2005, the United States Secret Service 
(USSS) notified the FBI about six WMD hoax threat letters sent 
via the U.S. mail to the following people: POTUS (twice), VPOTUS 
(twice), SECDEF, and a former Deputy SECDEF. All of the. letters 
had names and return addresses associated with either Sacramento, 
California and/or Elk Grove, California. The first two letters 
were postmarked in San Diego, California in March 2005, and the 
other four letters were postmarked in Salt Lake City, Utah in 
April 2005. Each of the letters contained an unknown, white, 
powdery substance and a communicated threat. USSS personnel 
intercepted the letters before they reached the intended targets. 

In early June 2005, six more WMD hoax threat letters 
were received by various governmental officials and the media in 
the Sacramento area, causing a new investigation to be opened. 

All of these letters had similar return address names and 
information, and all were postmarked in Sacramento, California. 
Each of these letters also cpntained an unknown, white, powdery 
substance and a communicated'threat. Sacramento opened a new 
investigation into these six letters. Based on the similarities 
between the last six letters and the six letters the USSS had 
intercepted, Sacramento entered into a joint investigation with 
the USSS and the U.S. Postal Inspection Service (USPIS) . 

Since then, additional WMD threat letters were mailed 
and postmarked as follows: four letters on August 8, 2005 from 
Sacramento, California; five letters on September 9, 2005 from 
Sacramento, California; five letters on December 1, 2005 from 
Sacramento, California; three letters on January 3, 2006 from 
Sacramento, California; three letters on March 7, 2006 from 
Sacramento, California; four letters on March 28, 2006 from 
Sacramento, California; two letters on May 10, 2006 from Salt 
Lake City, Utah; two letters on May 17, 2006 from Sacramento, 
California; three letters on June 6, 2006 from Sacramento, 
California; three letters on August 14, 2006 from Sacramento, 
California; and two letters on September 28, 2006. The total 
number of WMD threat letters associated with this case, including 
the original four letters, was 52. 

Generally speaking, the WMD threat letters usually 
consisted of a plain white, #10 business envelope and white 8.5" 

X 11" copier paper with no watermarks or other indicators. The 
writing on the letter and the envelope was hand-printed, 
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generally using uppercase block Tetters and a black ball-point 
pen. The envelopes usually had a self-adhesive First Class U.S, 
Postage stamp, and frequently the stamps were affixed either 
upside down or sideways'. Sometimes the envelopes would have 
commentary written on the back or inside the flap, such as 
"Support the Troops" or "Contribution Enclosed." The envelope 
flaps were not licked, and DNA testing did not yield usable 
results. . ■ •

facility, and tha t an explosion at Suburban Propane would level 
the mail. I I listed several other reasons why the mall should 

not be built at that proposed location. .

South County Citizens for Respo nsible Growth group t hat opp osed 
the development project. I advised that she knew | lived 

in the Elk Grove area, and had frequently seen him jogging up and 
down the fr ontage roads alongside Highway 99 - ofte n past'the

I_I showed agents two letters]_|had written in 

December 2000 to the E lk Grove City Planning Commis sion with 
regard to the .proposed ! development 

project, Environmental Impact Repor t (EIR ). In these letters, he 
referred to the entity "M&H," which F I identified as the realty 
company associated with the | ~| property development. 

Additionally, in the l etters, I I communicated his intense 

opposition to the | ~| development project for a variety of 
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reasons, including traffic flow problems, citizen safety, fiscal 
impacts, etc. 

During the investigation, agents ide ntified seven 
libelous letters mailed referencing I I These particular 

letters were mailed starting in or about February 2004 to various 
entities and persons in the Elk Grove community area, including 
Sacramento City Hall and Elk Grove High School. Each contained a 
common form letter that appeared to have been created on a word j, 
processing device, po ssibly a comp uter, and then printed. The 
form letters stated: I IlS A WH ORE FOR THE M&H 

DEVELOPERS." They included I [ address a nd telephone 

number, and were most often signed with the name I I 

Additio nally, the letters asked for campaign contributions to 

~l election campaign. The envelope of the letter sent to Elk 
Grove High School had the hand-printed message, I I 

DAUGHTER TAKES COCK IN ASS. FUCK YOU" in the flap of the 
envelope. 

Once_ identified ! I writer discovered 

parallels between the new investigation involving high-profile, b6 
governmental figures as intended targets, and the old WMD hoax b7c 
threats case, which was closed at that time (279B-SC-35503) . A 
review of the previous case evidence revealed a similar writing 
style, use of similar words, phrases, and/or symbols, and a 
unique characteristic trait of writing on the inside of the 
envelope flap. The WMD threat letters contained some unknown 
powdery substance and a written threat. The type of white, 
powdery substance contained in the envelopes was usually sodium 
bicarbonate (baking soda). Writer linked the two cases and 
officially reopened the old case on March 30, 2006. 

During the course of the investigation, writer 
submitted most of t he avai lable case evidence and several known 

writing samples for _ to the California Department of Justice 

(CALDOJ), Bureau of Forensic Services (BFS), Questioned Documents 
(QD) Section for ana lysis. The results of the QD analysis were 
inconclusive in that ! I could have been the writer, but they 

could not say for sure. Most of that evidence was subsequently 
submitted to the CALDOJ BFS Latent Fingerprints and DNA Sections 
for further forensic analysis. Forensic testing for these 
letters did not yield identifiable latent fingerprints or DNA. 

Much lik e the letters from the previous case, they were clean. 

known f ing erprints (10 card) were maintained on record 
with CALDOJ due to ^ I membership in the California Bar 

Association. Additionally, his fingerprints were also on record 
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with the FBI Criminal Justice Information Services (CJIS) 
Division due to his background check for a security clearance 
required to work at a Nuclear Regulatory Commission-licensed 
facility _ . 


__fingerprints were compared to the few latent fingerprints 

lifted from the various pieces of evidence submitted, and there 


were no matches. 


Agents conducted multiple trash covers on|_| 

household trash throughout the investigation. On three separate 
occasions, agents recovered latex gloves, havin g what ap peared to 
be some unknown powdery substance on them, from ] [ trash 

receptacle located on the street. The first one was recovered on 
October 12, 2005; the second on August 16, 2006; and the third on 
September 27, 2006. August 16, 2006 was the next trash day 
following the mailing of three WMD threat letters postmarked in 
Sacramento, California on August 14, 2006. The gloves were 
retained in evidence, but not submitted for further forensic 
testing to determine the identity of the unknown powdery 
substance.

USSS Forensic Services Division (FSD), Questioned 
Documents (QD) Branch issued two handwriting exam reports, one on 
March 6, 2006, and the other one on April 25, 2006. USSS, FSD, 

QD Branch conducted a forensic analysis of 15 WMD threat letters 
affiliated with the investigation for letters that were in their 
possession. The focus of the analysis was to determine whether 
any of the que stioned documents were of common authorship and 
whether | was the author. Both reports had similar 

conc lusions . which were that "there is some evidence to indicate 
that I l (S-l) may have executed the questioned material (lower 

case hand printing) .... However, the evidence is far from 
conclusive." 


In April 2006, investigators sent a request to the FBI 
National Center for the Analysis of Violent Crime (NCAVC), 
Behavioral Analysis Unit - 1 (BAU-1) requesting a review and 
profile of the perpetrator. FBI Supervisory Special Agent (SSA) 
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____I undertook an Authorial Attribution Project - 

a project designed to assess the documents for common authorship 
from a stylistics and a content analysis perspective - in an 
attempt to determine, in this case, if the questioned docume nts

Sunday). He then traveled to San Diego, California. A rev iew of 
the credit card records and hotel receipts indicated I I stayed 

at the Holiday Inn, Mission Bay, San Diego. The first WMD threat 
letters were mailed to POTUS and VPOTUS wer e postm arked Saturday, 
March 19, 2005 from San Diego, California. I I was in the San 

Diego at that time, and credit card records show him checking out 
of the hotel on Monday, March 21, 2005. 

I occ asionally traveled for official bu siness, too. 
A review of | time and attendance records showed I l had 

traveled on official business to Salt Lake City, Utah in April 

2005. Four WMD threat letters mailed, one each to POTUS, VPOTUS, 

SECDEF, and the former Deputy SECD EF, wer e postmarked on April 
11, 2005 in Salt Lake City, Utah. I I departed Sacramento, 

California on April 10, 2005 and returned on April 15, 2005. He 
stayed at the Embass y Suites Hotel, Salt Lake City, Utah. 
Additionally, had traveled to Salt Lake City, Utah in May 

2006, from May 8, 2006 through May 10, 2006, when two more WMD 
threat letters were mailed from Salt Lake City. One letter 
became stuck in the mail processing and sorting machine and was 
discovered prior to postmarking. The other letter, addressed to 
a U.S. Congressman from California, was successfully processed, 
shipped, and received on the east coast.

POTUS was the target of several WMD threat letters with 
similar type threats and anti-Iraq war rhetoric. As a sampling, 
one such letter mailed to POTUS postmarked March 7, 2005, read, 
in pertinent part: "poison; fuck our grandkids; $8.3 trillion 
debt; draft dodgers bush cheney; [swastika type symbol]; KKK". 
VPOTUS was also the target of several WMD threat letters with 
similar type threats and anti-Iraq war rhetoric. As a sampling, 
one such letter mailed to VPOTUS postmarked January 3, 2006,

Congressman John T. Doolittle of California, was also 
the target of several WMD threat letters with similar type 
threats and anti-Iraq war rhetoric. As a sampling, one such 
letter mailed to Congressman John Doolittle postmarked March 7, 
2006, read, in pertinent part: "fuck our grandkids; death 
powder; [swastika type symbol]; KKK; $8.3 trillion national debt; 
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republican bridges to nowhere; draft dodger coward doolittle 
Cheney bush rumsfield (sic) wolferwitz (sic)". 

VPOTUS came to Sacramento on May 22, 2006 for a fund¬ 
raising event for Congressman Doolittle held at the Hyatt Regency 
Sacramento Hotel. On May 18, 2006, the Doubletree Hotel and the 
Hyatt Regency Sacramento Hotel both received WMD threat letters, 
postmarked in Sacramento, California on May 17, 2006. Both 
threat letters were exactly the same and were a photocopy of an 
original (no further information available on the whereabouts of 
the original). The letter read, in pertinent part: "FUCK OUR 
GRANDKIDS; $9 TRILLION CHENEY NATIONAL DEBT; REPUBLICAN TAX CUT

Records entered which do not contain VINs or OANs will remain in file for 90 days 
after entry. 

Felony vehicles will remain in file for 90 days after entry.

This Affiant, Christopher M. Lando, Special Agent, Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
being duly sworn, states the following: 

1. I am a Special Agent of the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI), assigned to the 
Asheville Resident Agency, Charlotte Division, in Asheville, North Carolina. This affiant has 
been employed as a Special Agent of the FBI since 2002. Prior to the FBI, I was employed as a 
police officer then sergeant with a northern Virginia police department for seven years. 

2. I am presently investigating violations of Federal Laws, specifically, violations of Title 

18 United States Code, Section 115, Influencing, impeding, or retaliating against a Federal 
official by threatening. ’ ' , ' 

3. As a result of personal participation in the investigative matters referred to in this 
affidavit, and based upon reports made to me by other law enforcement officers, I am familiar 
with the facts and circumstances of this investigation. On the basis of that familiarity, I state the 
following: 

4. At approximately 5:42 p.m. on February 5,2009, an unknown male caller left a voice 
mail for Congressman Heath Shuler at his Asheville District Office, located in Asheville, North 
Carolina within the Western District of North Carolina. The message stated that “I voted for you. 
If you don’t vote for that stimulus package. I’m gonna kill you. Simple as that.” The call was 
received on the office’s main telephone number of 828-252-1651. Approximately three minutes 
later, the s.ame caller left a second voice mail indicating that he did not understand what was 
going on in Washington. He also stated his daughter had gone to school with the Congressman, 
and that he was a republican who voted for the Congressman. The voice mail was discovered on 
the morning of February 6,2009, and the staff promptly notified the Capital Police as required by 
protocol. 

5. Investigation into the telephone number utilized to communicate the death threat 
revealed that the calls had been received firom 828-488-4512. 

6. Once the caller’s number was identified, the District Office stated that they had an 
open matter with a Jack Adams, of 46 Adams Estate Road, Whittier, North Carolina. Mr. Adams 
and his wife communicated with the Congressman’s office to obtain assistance in dealing with 
the Veteran’s Administration. Mrs. Adams stated she had been assaulted by Mr. Adams and that 
he was suffering from a mental illness. She wanted assistance in placing Mr. Adams in the 
psychiatric ward of the VA Hospital. 

7. Public database checks also revealed that the number utilized to communicate the 
death threat returned to a John Jackson Adams of the same address, which is also located within 



the Western District of North Carolina, in Swain County. 

8. Agents contacted Adams at his residence on February 11,2009. When asked if he 
knew why Agents were at his residence, he stated it was because he had called Shuler. When 
asked to explain what happened when he called, Adams advised “I said I was gonna kill him.” 

He appeared to state this without emotion, as a matter of fact. He did not elaborate further so he 
was asked if he wanted to kill the Congressman. He stated “I didn’t mean it.” Again, after a 
long pause he stated without emotion “It was a joke.” He then volunteered that he did not even 
have a gun. 

9. When asked about when he had made the call, Adams advised that it had been one 
evening last week, although he could not remember the date. He was watching CNN and saw 
something about the stimulus package and he stated he did not like what he saw. When asked 
how he had obtained the Congressman’s telephone number, he produced a Rolodex and 
identified a card with “Congressman Heath Shuler” and the correct address and telephone 
number. He stated that he had called other times that evening, but he only left two messages. 
That is consistent with information obtained from investigation into the telephone records. 

10. He stated that on his first message to Congressman Shuler he said “Heath, If you vote 
on this bill I’m goima kill your ass.” He described that on his second message he stated “This is 
Mr. Adams. You dated my daughter and went to school with her. Please don’t vote on that bill.” 
When asked he stated he had not threaterfed the Congressman on his second voice mail. When 
asked again why he would threaten to kill the Congressman, he stated that he was “just blowing 
off steam.” When asked what he though Congressman Shuler would think when the 
Congressman heard the voice mail, he stated he did not know what he would think. He then 
offered “I was trying to work the political scene.” The Agent then asked him what he would 
think if someone left him a message saying they would kill him. He immediately stated he would 
be “upset.” When asked if he would be scared and worried by it he stated “yeah.” 

11. Adams’ wife Barbra Adams was interviewed and stated that in the last three months, 
there has been a drastic change in her husband’s mental health. He has become violent and on 
one occasion he choked and beat her about the head. On a second occasion he discharged a 
shotgun in the air and then shoved it “in my butt.” She indicated he has been charged for one of 
the assaults, and that she had also petitioned for an Emergency Custody Order to obtain mental 
heath services for her husband, however he was subsequently released. For her safety, she had 
left for three weeks and had just returned on Friday, February 6,2009. On that date she took him 
the VA Hospital to see a mental health doctor who prescribed a new medication. Adams told the 
doctor that he was hearing voices, and this was the first time his wife had heard that symptom. 
Mrs Adams stated that the medication seemed to help, but that he had refused to take it the night 
before (February 10, 2009) and she had noticed a significant decrease in his mental stability. Mrs 
Adams had given family members all of the firearms in the residence that she was aware of, but 
she could not be sure she had all of the weapons. She also showed the Agents a can of mace she 
keeps on her person and sleeps with under her pillow. She has had to utilize the mace to keep 
him from attacking her. 




12. Investigation revealed that Adams’ dau^ter did attend high school with 
Congressman Shuler. 

13. Based on the above information, the Affiant believes that, John Jackson Adams, bom 
April 20,. 1938, has committed a violation of Title 18, U. S. Code, Section 115.

Defendant, John Jackson Adams, by and through undersigned counsel, moves this 
honorable court to schedule a hearing pursuant to 18 U.S.C. § 4246 (a). In support of this 
motion. Defendant states the following: 

1. Mr. Adams made his initial appearance on February 13, 2009 ,and undersigned 
counsel was appointed to represent him. At this hearing, the court ordered a competency 
evaluation, and Mr. Adams was sent to FMC Butner for the evaluation. 

2. On May 12, 2009, Mr. Adams appeared via video conference for a competency 
hearing per agreement by the parties because of his physical health. He was determined to be 
incompetent and was ordered to remain at FMC Butner for restoration of competency. 

3. On September 29, 2009, the second competency hearing was held, and Mr. 
Adams was deemed to not be restorable to competency. He was sent back to FMC Butner to be 
evaluated for substantial risk of bodily injury to another person or serious damage to property of 
another, pursuant to 18 U.S.C. § 4246. 

4. FMC Butner just published and released its report on the substantial risk issue. 
The parties have been in discussion on how to resolve this case. So far, no agreement has been

reached. It is undersigned counsel’s understanding that the government has been attempting to 
acquire information from the victim as to disposition but have been hindered by a prohibition 
from contacting elected officials. 

5. Mr. Adams’ evaluators have indicated to undersigned counsel that Mr. Adams 
wants to be released and undersigned counsel has contacted family members about housing 
options. Because of his physical health, undersigned counsel is requesting that any hearing be 
held by video conference so that Mr. Adams is not moved from FMC Butner. The medical team 
at Butner supports this request. The government has no objection to the video conference. 
Undersigned counsel would like to be present with Mr. Adams’ at the prison when the hearing is 
held. 

6. Because the government is still trying to get word to Congressman Heath Shuler, 
Mr. Adams’ counsel asks that this hearing be held on or after January 7, 2010 to allow the 
Assistant U.S. Attorney adequate time to get in touch with the victim and for undersigned 
counsel to make arrangements for travel and admission to FMC Butner. 

7. The relevant section of the Federal Criminal Code and Rules, Chapter 313, does 
not mandate a specific deadline for a 4246 hearing. 

8. Counsel will be out of the office from December 28-30, 2009 and from January 4- 

6 , 2010 . 

9. If the parties are able to arrive at a disposition that will obviate the need for a 4246 
hearing, they will notify the court.
